It he be a good Prince, cauſa eft, Hee 1s the 
cauſe of thy good, temporall and eternall; If 
an euill Prince,occafto eft, He 1s an occalionof 
thy eternall good , by thy temporall euill. Si 
bonus, nutritor eſt tuus ; Si malus, tentator tunus 
eſt; Ithe be a good King, he is thy nourſe,re« 
cetuerhy nouriſhment with obedience; It he 
be an euill Prince , heis thy temprer , recewe 
thy trial with pauence; ſo ther'sno refiſtance, 
cither thou muſt obey good Princes willing- 
ly, or endure ewill tyrants patiently.

All thele Arguments the Apollle | in the 
wordes of this rent] concludes with an Jdeo, 
Wheretore: Becauſe all powers are of God: 
Becaule al] powers bring with them the good 
of order: Becaulc it 1s a - 9h to diſobey : : Be- 
caule wdgement and damnation temporal 
and eternall is the puniſhment of this linne : 
Becauſe g gOucrnment 15 the mcanes to enioy 
all the benchits ot ite; Becauſe Kings are hired 
by tribute and cuſtome by gouerning to ſcruc 
their ſeruants and ſubjects; "Tdeo neceſsitate ſub- 
ditieftote, Theretore you mult be obedient of 
neceſxitic ,not onely {or wrath , but alſo for 
con{aence fake. \W rath 1s forum externum, 
that externall court, that coutaynes all out- 
ward arguments, 4 praemio Ca pena , from rc- 
 wardand puniſhment ot God and man.Nonu 
ſme cauſa vladuum portat : he caryes not the 
{word 1 vaine,he 1s toreward or puniſh. And 
this 1s the ſeruants and hirclings argument, 
which keeps baſe afleCtions wil hincompaſſ; c, 
and prepares the way to charimeit felte, /2 
feta filum introducit, as the necdle or brillell 
brings in the thred: wherein although he that 
s obeycs 
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' Cauſe the act of obedience 15s good and a PO- 
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obeyes for wrath, hathnor the vertue of 0- 
bedicnce, and {o bene non agit, quia ex oolun- 
tate non agit, He doeth nor well, becauſe he 
doeth notWith his will,or trom the heart; yet 
quia bonum arit, timor ſeruilis bonus eft, Be- 


liticall vertue , this feruile teare for wrath is 
good , proceeding ſometimes trom the hol 
ghoſt, and of great conſequence mn Churd, 
and Common wealth. 

Conſcience is that forum internum,thatin- 
ward Court wherein God fits, and cither by 
the principles ot reaſon,or by the lawes of the 
holy ghott, gouernes and wdges all our acti 
ons done orto be done, and cither acculſeth, 
or exculſeth, It is Judicatorium rattonale,notan 2ern. de Dome 
aftectionate or wiltull,but a reaſonable ludge. EE. 
It is Liber anime,ad quem emendandum ſcripts 
funt omnes libri, It is the booke of the ſoule, 
tor the examining and amending whereofall 
bookes were written : In which are regiſtred 
all our thoughts, wordes, and deeds: what 
wee haue done, what we mult receiue, and 
whither wee muſt goe, to heauen orhell; and 
when wee mult leaue all other bookes, this 
booke will not leaue vs, but bring vs to Gods 

tnbunall, 
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tnbunall, where it ſhall be laid open, and 
wudgevs. Hec eſt priuata lex hominis : thus 1s 
eucric mans priuate law : agatalt which who- 
ſoeuer docth any thing, {1nnes. And there- 
forc in ſome cales, (nfeicnti etiam erroned 
ligat : An erroneous conſcience doeth bind. 

The proceſle of this conſcience is by way 
of Syllogilme. The propoſition is tramed 
by the Syndereſts ot the {oule , which can- 
not be dece1ued ; All good 1s to bedone, all e. 
will isto be auoyded. The Aſſumption is the 
diſcourſe of reaſon : and thertore many times 
is erroneous. Thus 1s good, orthis 15 eulll. 
The concluſton 1s the collection of coſcitence. 
Theretore this 1s to be done, or that 1s to bee 
auoyded. Wherein becauſe the difcourſe of 
reaſon being erroneous, makes an erroneous 
conſcience; therefore that the lawes of men 
be not exorbitant, it ſhall be needtull to pre- 
ſcribe certatue rules or cauſes, that muſt con- 
curreinalllawes, Ciuil and Eccleftaſtical,thart 
they may bind the conſcience. 

Firlt there mnſt be materia debita, a due 
matter, that 15 1uſt and lawtull, or els indif- 
tercntinitfelte: for in things ſimply good or 
eulll, which are commanded or forbidden by 


God 
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God and Nature, No man hath power to 
crolle the will of God. Andin theſe things 
mans power 1s declaratoryand executory,not 
lqueraigne of xc felte,; Jn things 1nditterent 
there 15a power to comand tor circumltances 
of rime, place, order, andthelixe;and there is 
a necel{vatie of obedience, and that tor conlc1- 
cncelake , elle man hath no power to com- 
mand any thing ot humſelte; And yetit isthe 
{inge ot diſobedience , Nonſolummalum ,ſed 
£Detitum facere, wotonely rodg thatwhich 

»euill,butthatalſowhich istorbiddens.;. - 
The 2..is forma debita,a dug torme,au,equal 
proportion of honors & burdefis,agcarding 
ro the ditterence & degrees oti\(queral.Eltates, 
conditions, and qualities, as alloadue order 
ot proceeding in Law-making, without tu- 
mulr or contulzon, without malice,ſplecene,or 
reucuge. - The 3. is Efficiens debitym , a due 
efficient , or a ſuthcient power to whom the 
care of Law-making is delegated. Foras the 
ſentence of, him that iSnoludge ,! is: ele 
tence; fothe Law of himthatis,u0t authorh 
zed todecree Lawes, i5no Law, -.-;T he 44s 
finks debitus , a due end,, Publickeggod,latd 
not ptivate:: foras #; T'yranmtherewtFliflgzeth 
B from 
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fromaKing , that the Tyrant intendeth his 
private good, 8 the King propoſeih the pub- 
licke : ſo euill Lawes ayme at private and bad 
ends,and good Lawes propoſe the moſt pub- 
licke and beſt ends, the increaſe of good Reli- 
gion,and latery of the Common w ealth. And 
theſe cauſes concurnng , the matter being 
lawfull or indifterent , the forme due, the eth- 
cient potent,and the end publicke and good, 
the Lawes of man mult be obeyed, not onely 
for wrath but for conſcience, which is the 
greateſt Obligation on earth: For Nemo hu- 


manam poteFatem contenit, niſt qui prits ditts 


nam contempſit, No man contemnes the pow- 
er of man,vnlefle hefuſt haue contemned the 
power of God. 
Thus we ſee, All muſt obey : Euill men for 
teare, and good men for conſcience. Now 
Subie&ion in this Text,is a tranſcendent, and 
hath no proper place to be ſpoken of, becauſe 
it 1s to bee ſpoken ot in every place ; And 
therefore letys conſider two points: Theper- 
fois, and the neceſsity of obedience. Theper- 
ſons are tio, Subiedts that muſt obey, and 
Higher powers, that muſt governe and com- 


tnand, The neceffitic will ring vs to the cir= 


cult 
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cuit and caules, in which we muſt obey. 

The lubiects are ſet downe in 
verſe, with a note of vniuerlality,Omnis anima, 
Let cuery ſoule be ſubie@;Notonly heathen, 
but Chrittians , and Clearkes allo : they haue 


e firſt 


 noexempiion, but by the grace and privui- 


ledges of Princes. Omnis anima.., quia eX ants 
mo: Let every lgule bee ſubiect, and ſubiet 
with the will and heart, and inward afteQion 
ot the foule,as $.Paul often teacheth, Non ad 
oculwon, but ex corde,Not with eye-ſeruice,but 
from the heart. So that #+ Naturam totan 
peccat,qui poteſtatibus reſiſtit,he ſinnes againſt 
all Nature, body aud foule, that refiſteth the 
higher powers ; And qui dicit Omnem,excludit 
nullam, He that faith, Euery ſoule,cxempterh 
no ſoule: The ſoule of the Prieſt, and Eccleſi- 
aſticall perſon, as well as the ſoule ofthe Lays- 
man muſt be ſubie& to the higher powers. 
For why? S. Paulin this Epiſtle wrote as well 
tothe Clearks & Prieſts, or Biſhops ot Rome, 
( ifthere wereany then refidentat Rome,) as

The Em- 

perour 1s wronged who hath no equall vp- 

on carth , the height and head of all men. 
Wherein let no man miſtake : when wee call 
Emperours and Kings Supreme gouernours, 

wee doenotextoll them aboueG o Þ, or his 

Law or word: Mimiſtr; Dei ſunt,as the Apoltle 

ſayeth, they are Gods miniſters : and there- 

tore cnt to him that ſent them. And aa 4s. 
itthey commaund any thing againſt G o Þ, 

their authontie comes too ſhort : in ſuch 

things it is better to obey Go Þ thenman. 

And yet i theſe things though wee may not 

obey, yet we may not reſiſt but ſuffer, as Iuljs 
ans fonldiers would not ſacrifice at his command, "43% "u/<k 
yet when he led them againſt an enemie they obei- 

ed moſt readily : Diſtinouebant dominii tempora« 
lem a Domino aterno,@&g tame ſubditi erant prope 
ter

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ter Dominum eternum, etiam domino temporal, 
as S. Auguſtin (aith, They made a difference be- 
tweene their temporall Lord and their eternall 
Lord, and yet for their eternall Lords fake, they 
were ſubie& to their temporall Lord: for 4s as 
mong men, if the Proconſul command thee: ahy 
thing, and the Emperour command the contrary, 
thou doeſ? well to obey the Emperour,' and: not 
the Proconſul ; So if the Emperour command as 
ny thing, and God commannd the contrary, thou 
doeſt well to obey God, and not the Emperour, 1s 
theſe caſes ſaith $. Auguſtin, Timendo Poteſta- 
tem, contemne poteſtatem, in that thou feareſt 
Gods power, feare not mans power. So then 
they are ſupreame, becauſe they admiutt no 
morrtall man as ſuperior vpon earth, yet they 
are not ſupreame aboue GoD nor aboue 
Chritt, tor all their authoritie 1s deriued from 
Gop and Chriſt. And as it is 4 Deo, from God 
and Chrilt, ſo itis propter Deum, and propter 
(hriſtum, tor God and tor Chuilt, notagataſt 
God nor againſt Chritt,tor the trueth, not a- 
gain{tthe trueth. As Nabuchodonoſors Law 
was to be diſobeied that he made for an Idol, 
ſo the Lawthat he made for the true G 0D 
was to be obeyed. And as inciuill cauſes by 
all

all mens confeſcion they are ſupreame,, and 
yet not aboue God nor Chtilt': Son caulcs 
Eccleſialticall they are hkewiſe ſupreame on 
carth, yet not aboue God nor Chnlt: they 
are miniſtri Dei no Pape gon presbytery. They 
are Gods immediate miniſters of whom they 
holde in Capite ; not mans,notthe Popes,not 
thePresbytenies,to draw their ſwords at their 
command. Now that their authoritie is not 
confined to the ſecond Table of cauſes Ct- 
will, bur extends it ſelfe tothe firſt Table, and 
cauſes Eccleſiaſtical, wilappeare in this word,

Lord: he kept the famous Paſſeouer, andre- a.paral3s.r, 
duced the Prieſts and Leuires to their courſes 3125 
ſet by Dauid and Salomon, Theſe and many 
more are the Actesof tamous Kings in'the 
time of the Law,done by their Royal| autho- 
ritie,notatthe appointment and cor'mand of 
the Prieſts: that had bene onely Poteſtas Fas 
cli non Iurts: Apower of Execution,and not a 
power of Iuriſdiction, it the Prieſts had firſt 
commanded theKing,and then the King had 
commaunded the people : But the Kings did 


make 
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make Orders and Decrees., and commanded 
the Prieſts as well as the people,and reformed 
the Pricits, as well as the people . Yea, Salos 
mon d1d depole Abiathar the high Prieſt: and 
they torced aud compelled both Prieſt and 
cople to ſeruethe Lord, and to aboliſh 1do- 
9863 and ſuperttition : And therefore this 1s 
a power of Iuriſdiction ouer perſons Ecclefia- 
ſkicall in cauſes of Religion. 
It it be {aud that hell Kings did this by the 
direction ofthe Prophets, and moſt of thele 
Kings had ther peculiar Prophetsand Seers ; 
this 1s nothing tothe queſtion: for no man 
euer denyed diretion to Kings, They haue 
Counſailers tor cauſes Ciull, and Prophets, 
Prieſts and Biſhops tor cauſes of the Church. 
And the queſtion is not, Qua direione , but, 
qua authoritate : Not by what direction; they 
mult direct themſelues by their beſt helpes: 
bur by what Authoritie ; not a deriued or de- 
legated Authority from the Pric{t,butbythat 
originall Commilsion, NeceſSttate precepti, by 
the necelsitic of the precept, in which they 
aremade guard:ans of the whole Law. 
It itbe further (aid, theſe Kings did this by 
a extraorduary and Prophericall power, 
whuc h 
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whuch is but onely faid and neuer prooued; 
the contutation is ready: It this had beene 
done by a Prophericall power, why are thoſe 
Kings regiltred as glonous and good Kings, 
that walked in the wayes ot Dauid, and tooke 
care of GodsRehgion: And on the other ide, 
thoſe Kings that omitted theſe duties of Reli- 
gi0n, not onely noted and diſgraced, but con- 
demned tor the onuſsion of that which ac- 
cordiag tothus opinion concerned not their 
office? Had the ſupreme care of Religion in 
thele Kings beene onely a Countaile and no 
Precept, no man ſhould hauc been diſgraced 
and condemned tor it; for no man 1s to bee 
condemned tor the omiſsion of a Counſlaile. 
And theretore the Scripture condemning ma- 
ny Kings for the omiſion of this dutic , and 
regiſtring Nabuchodonoſor , Darius , and the 
King ot Nineue tor their great care in this 
charge - this 15 not a Counſaile, but a precept 
in the Lawe, that Kings mult take charge of 
the whole Law, and cauſes Eccleſtaſticall as 
well as Temporall. 

When the Donarilts pleaded that Kings 
were to meddle with Ciull cauſes of the ſe-

efſent: Therefore we haue direfted our Com- 
milsioners vito you , (Heere you ſee Kings 
high Commiſcioners and viſitors areancicut) 
that ſhall ioyne with you to redreſle thoſe 
thinvs which neede reformation , according 
ro our Canonicall Conſtitutions, -1n our 
name,and by vertue ofour Authontie. 

And theſe Lawes were of that force in 
thoſe dayes, that when Mauritius the Empc- 


rour that made a Law, that Nemo publicis ads 
miniſtrationibus implicatus ad Eccleſtaſticum of- 
ficinm perueniret , That no man intangled 
with publique charge , ſhould bee aduanced 
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| ar Hanipten (10hrn tt uf; 
toau Eccleliaſticall othce; -S.- Gregory appras 
ued this part ofthe Law, becauſe many vuder 
thyscolour did/mutate fecnlwn, hot relingquere. 
And/turther ; the Law forbade any Souldter 
to-enter a Monaltery till his warretare was ex= 
d pired.'S. Gregory though hee wuhed not any 
| * toflie the warres;ornot pay theirdebts, va- 
derthe name of a;Cloilter ; yet becaufe hee 
ſaw it hindered many fromthe warrefare and 
ſeruice of God, wrote.an: humble Letrer to 
Mauritias , and antotherto- Theodarus the Em- Jie diqume pig 
PErours Phyſician ./to {treat the-revocation ml. © 
ofthis Law inuented by Julian , in a very ſubs 
mille Stile ; Egoquidem inſfoniveſtre ſubicfinh, 
byour\eruantandſubie@ toyour command, ..

The fourth worke of this Supremacie , 1s 
ceceiuing of Appeales, and giuing Decifions, 
Reſtirutions,and Depriuations,and other pu- 
niſhments of Biſhops for cauſes Eccleftaſti- 
call. Wherein although ( onſtantine at the firſt 
11 modeltic, and a delire to (uppreſle the ca- 
lumnzations ot Biſhops , and being not yet ſo 
tully inſtructed i Chrittian faith , tooke the 
papers and Articles of the Biſhops and burnt 
them in the Nicene Counclll ; yet Deing bet- 
terin(tructed, and ſeeing the neceſsitic of his 
Authoriue in theſe cauſes, he wdged ( ecilia» 
n«s cauſe himfelte. Donatus procuced ( ecilia- 
Ks to be condemned by 70. Atrican Biſhops 
tor certaine crimes obiected againtt him: As 
alſo that hee was ordered by one Felix, who 
as it was pretended had burnt the Scriptures. 
And in atumulr they fer vp another Biſhop 
of Carthage againſt him: then they appealed 
to (onflante , aid delired him to afsigne 
themTudges : Conſtantme by his Co:umilsion 
extant in Euſebins,delegated and authorized 
Meltiades Biſhop of Rome, Marcus a Clergje 
man ot Rome, yetno Biſhop, and Rheticius, 
Maternus, and Marius three French Blhops,

to heare the cauſe, who gaue ſentence for ( e- 
cilianus. Vpon a ſecond Appeale, Conſtantine 
made a ſecond Delegacy to Chreſtus biſhop of 4 Wan 
Syracule,& certaine Biſhops of France met at | 

Arle , who likewiſe gaue ſentence with (ectlis 
anus.. Vpon the thurd Appeale ,:( onflantine 
appointed Elianus a Ciuill Magiſtrate to'exa- 
mine Felix, who acquired Felix alfo. Then 
the Emperour called both parts betore hin, 
and gaue finall ſentence tor Cecilianus, and 
made a ſeuere Law ayainſt the Donarilts; by 
which Lawe many Donatiſts were brought 
home to the Catholique Church. In which 
pallage, I pray youoblerue: 1. That Meltia- 
des not as ſupreme Iudge of all Controner. 
fies,bur as delegated by Conſtantme,did tudge 
of Cecilianus caule: And S. Auguſtin detendeth 4:27. rp: 
him from viurpation vpon the 70. African © 
Biſhops,becauſe the Emperor ſo appointedit. 

Next the Biſhops of France did wdge the 

ſame caulc after Meltiades without anywrong 

to the Sea of Rome : no man 11 7 on agc 

tound fault wichit. And thirdly it1s apparant 

| that Conſtantine was ſuperiour to Meltiades, 

| and boch made him his Delegat, and iudge 

of his ſentence and wdgement, which S. Aus Anguft. contre 
guſtine callethroltimum indicinmjche laſt indgs cp.6. 
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ment, ultra quod cauſa pertranfire non poteſt, 
and that the cauſe had gone as farre as it 
could goe. And whereas the Donatiſts plea-

Des,) at which S. Auguſtine was preſent, and 
others,wh«o diſputed againit Tettlianus, Eme+ 
ritus, and Gaud: tins, and other Donatitts: 
whuch was gathered by Marcell#s : And S, 
Auguſtine hath written the ſeueral dayes Col- 
lations. Marcellinus gaue {entence againſt the 
Donatiſts, and it was confumed by the Em- 
perour Fonorims, all which 1s extant, Theodo- 
Secr«re- 4,5. fe Called a Councell of all forts, NaFtarins 
Mt and A2ilins madethe confelſsion of Conſub- 
antialtic : Demophilus deliuered vp the Ar- 
rat faith : Emnomuns the Eunomian faith : E- 
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folus op 
ſeparatus precatur Dewn, ſaith Socrates, Then 
the Emperor alone , ſeparate trom all compas 
ny made his prayers to G 0 D, to.directhin 
inthe Trueth, and then he read the ſeuerall 
faiths : and condemned and rent all the reſt, 
that rent and diuided the Trinitie, and com- 
mended and approued that faith ofthe Con- 
tubitantialiue ot the Father & ot the Sonne.
